HAS ARRIVKO AT CANTON. 


Big TIa Mora Is Preeootod to President- 
Elect McKinley. 
Canton, O., Dec. 80.—The big tin 
horn which attracted so much attention 
in the Illinois campaign reached Can­ 
ton yesterday borne by the men of De­ 
catur, Ills., who set out on Nov. 16 to 
make the trip and carry the horn to 
Canton. 
The horn is 80 feet long and 
has a bell six feet in diameter and it re­ 
quire* about a dozen men to blow it. 
The men are laborers, two of them be­ 
ing carpenter*, two tinners and two 
painters. 
It was a condition of the un­ 
dertaking that the citizens of Decatur 
would contribute a purse of $1,000 in 
event that an equal sum was raised by 
the men while on the march to Canton. 
But the men have not had smooth sail­ 
ing. 
They declared that up to the time 
they reached 
Indianapolis they had 
good success in selling pictures of the 
horn and in other contribution*, bat 
that since that time they have not made 
expenses. 
The hospitality shown them has been 
generous with but very few exceptions. 
They have been met by bands and drum 
corps and other organizations in the 
states through which they passed. The 
men, soon after reaching tne city, went 
to the McKinley home and presented 
the horn to the president-elect, who re­ 
ceived the visitors very cordially.

POPULIST CONFERENCE. 


N«w Method of Proaeentlon Will Be Hod 
the Meanier. 
W ashington, Dec. 80.—The author­ 
ities of the treasury department and the 
department of justice expect that the 1 
prosecution of the alleged filibustering 
steamer Three Friends will be under 
•ectiou 5,882 of the revised statutes. 
This will be a now method of prosecu­ 
tion. 
Section 5,288 is directed against 
the arming and mounting of guns on a 
vessel intended to be used against a 
friendly nation. 
As those on board the 
Three Friends have given circumstan­ 
tial detail as to the mounting and firing 
of a Hot.'hknss rapid fire gnn, it is be­ 
lieved by officials that section 6,882 will 
apply to tho case. 
The proceeding 
against the vessel is much more severe 
than in the case of a libel for fitting out 
an expedition. 
The statute provides 
that on conviction the vessel and all 
tackle, stores, etc., shall be forfeited to 
ths United States.

The original rec­ 
ipe for the catchup produced, unlike 
th*fc of a certain famous English sauce, 
probably came “ from an old woman in 
the country,” but the product has been 
so changed and improved by experiment 
that the old woman herself would be 
forced to admit that she had not attain­ 
ed the highest rank in her art. 
The best efforts of at least two skilled 
men in one of the factories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of tho 
eau hup, but the result of their labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
cart fully locked up in their breasts. If 
both of them should die suddenly, the 
world would mise a distinctive product 
of the culinary art. The superintendent 
of the factory is one of these men. He 
probably knows ns much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in tho United States—and maybe 
more than any other man. He tells an 
interesting story about the famous Eng­ 
lish sauce before mentioned. 
The makers of the sauce did an enor­ 
mous business and kept their recipe a 
secret. Thieves tried to steal it, aud 
other manufacturers imitated the flavor, 
the bottles, the labels and so forth, but 
nobody succeeded in making sauce that 
was just like i t Tho rival manufactur 
erg succeeded iii getting decisions in 
their favor allowing them to use the 
same name and even to have similar 
coats-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of tho original makers was a guarantee 
of tho peculiar quality of tlwir sauce, 
One day tho foreman of the big works 
had a quarrel with the proprietors and 
withdrew. Ile began making and plac­ 
ing on the market a sauce so nearly uke 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart. The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his works, 
stopped making sauce and lived in lux­ 
ury thereafter. Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 


PLATE GLASS COFFINS.

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They !!•▼« Advantage* Which May Bring 
Them Into General I'mu 
The latest invention in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad- 
vantages, will relieve the fears of those 
whoso minds constantly revert to being 
burn d alive. By this coffin the mourn­ 
ers will tx* able to detect the slightest 
movement of the corpse through the 
tra. ^parent walls. 
While then' is something poetic in tho 
idea of being laid to rest in a block of 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor’s mind. 
Why a coffin should lie 
made of glass is a question w hich at first 
puzzles those Who have not made a study 
of the subject. 
The reasons arc nev­ 
ertheless important from a hygienic 
standpoint. Probably the first adv ant age 
that will commend them to the public 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than tho modern metallic or wooden 
caskets. What will interest the board of 
health is that their adoption, it is claim­ 
ed, will be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Bo­ 
ing hermetically sealed, they will pre­ 
vent the escape of any germs which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
those coming in contact w ith the corpse. 
Mourners w .ll not be debarred from 
gazing at rho features and form of the 
deceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass coffin 
is radically different iii every other r» - 
swot. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en­ 
forces the strength of the sides mid top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will bf' of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article now in use 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that emplovcd in a plate glass factory, 
the edges be ing beveled by the same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened. This feature will be easily 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin. 
After t he 
body has b en placed in the receptacle 
the interstice are closed with water 
proof cement, and tho remains will 
kept intact for years, long after 
death of those who have lowered 
casket to its last resting place.—New 
York Journal.

So much for the maker's estimate of 
bis own product. The factory is certain­ 
ly neat aud aromatic. A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost aa good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
3 ,0 0 0 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
These are furnish­ 
ed largely by the farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. It 
must be unbruised. This is placed in a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings aud a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine oallod tho cy­ 
clone,” which separates the skins and 
seeds from tho pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a “ sifter, 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood red fluid per­ 
colates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
for the water is separated from it, and 
the clear pulp is then placed in lurg., 
hermetically sealed caus, where it is 
without foreign substances of

A n d r e e ’s B a l l o o n E x p e d i t i o n 
There is much greater interest felt in 
Norway and Sweden just now over It. 
Audree’s balloon expedition to the north 
pole than in the vague reports about Dr. 
Nansen. The exploring balloon is al­ 
ready more than half completed, and it 
will be finished in another month. Tho 
severest tests ar© being applied to tho 
texture and seams of the groat bog os it 
in put together. The cloth is said to bs 
much stronger than was contracted for, 
and the seams arc still stronger than the 
cloth. 
A balloon house is being con­ 
structed at Cottonburg, whence it w ill 
be transported ii* pieo* s to Bpitzberg- n, 
where the ascension will begin.
